safety of employés. 

Murphy declared that the amendment 
was one of the most important that 
had yet been presented. He urged that 
it be passed. Other members attacked 
it, however, and soen picked so many 
holes in it that there was no porsibility 
of passing it. The final vote stood 23 
for, 27 against; 54 being ry to 
pass it. It was declared lost, but one 
of the labor members gave notice of a 
notion to reconsider, and that Wil 
come up tomorrow. ,

SACRAMENTO, Feb. %.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Although they have wres- 
tled with the proposition for more than 
two days, consulted numerous author-

opinion of an official who is close to 
both the Governor and the Attorney- 
General's offices. From the latter of- 
fice not a hint has leaked out even to 
the Governor, and it will not be until 
tomorrow afternoon that an announce- 
met will be officially made. 

The agent of the State of Tennessee, 
and those who accompanied him, have 
not been in evidence today. and where 
they are no one of the officials in- 
terested knows. 
return tomorrow, when a final deci- 
sion might be rendered. 

It should be understood that In the 
investigation of this matter the ques- 


| tion of the guilt or innocence of Bry- 


son, or the merits of the case gener- 
ally have not entered at all. The only 
question before the officials here is 
whether on the face of the papers there 
is legal reason why the Governor should 
honor the requisition as presented to 
him, and iseue his warrant against 
Bryson. It is simply a quéstion of 
law and not of fact. If it be found 
that the papers are regluar, the war- 
rant will be issued regardless of- any 
pleading which might be made by Bry- 
son, or what Miss Howell might pre- 
sent. A lively interest is being taken 
in the case here, however, and in the 
investigation the allegations made by 
Miss Howell have come out.

At Least Five Died at Hands 
of Knapp. 


{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—a.M.) 

HAMILTON (0.) Feb.. 26.--Alfred 
Knapp the Indianapolis man arrested 
yesterday. who confessed to the mur- 
der of his third wife, today made a full 
confession of five murders. Among 
them is that of Ida Gebhard, the West 
Indianapolis girl who was found mur- 
dered in a stable July 3, 18%. Knappes 


fore Mayor Bosch, is as follows: 


“On January 21. 1894, I Killed Emma 
Littleman, in a lumber rd in Gest 
street, Cincinnati. On A 1, 1904, 


I killed May Pekert in Walnut street, 
opposite the T. Mu. C. A., in Cincinnati. 
On August 7, 1894, I kiled my wife, 
Jennie Conners Knapp under the canal 
bridge in LdAberty street, Cincinnati, 
and threw her into the canal. In In- 
‘dianapolis, in July, 1895 I killed Ida 
Gebhard. On December 22, 1902, I killed 
my wife Anna Knapp at No. 339 
South Fourth street, in Hamilton, and 
threw her into the river out by Linden- 
wald. This is the truth. 

“I make this statement by my own 
free will. and not by the request of any 
officer or anyone else.

Knapp is now suspected of having 
strangied three women at Evansville, 
Ind., and of having killed women else- 
where. He was in the Cincinnati 
House of Refuge when 17 years old,

that he had repeatedly assaulted wom- 
en, and killed some of them. He said 
he met the Littleman child in the lum- 
ber yard, and choked her to death 
when she made an outcry. 

“I went into a room with the Eckert 
girl.” he said, “a she cried. I 
strangled her with and hurried 
from the house. 

“| was mad at my wife, Jennie Con- 
nors one afternoon, and 1 killed her. 
We were walking along liberty street.

“Ida Gebbard I killed, but my mem- 
ory is not clear as to what I did. I 
can't tell what made me kill these peo- 
pie. I could not heip it. Simply a de- 
sire to kill. I am sorry for my crimes,

After the confessions a formal charge 
of murder in the first degree was filed. 

Atterney C. E. Tenney of Cincinnati 
was allowed to see Knapp, and told 
him to make no further statement. 
Knapp was surprised that his people 
had secured a lawyer for him. Knapp 
talks much of the Pearl Bryan mur- 
der, and is afraid of being lynched. 
Despite assurances of no danger, he is 
frightened, and does not want to be 
taken from the County Jail.

ine in Northern Japan, resulting from 
the failure of the autumn crop. Fifty 
thousand people are suffering in Ao- 
moro and Matsu provinces in the ex- 
treme north of the main island. where 
drought caused an almost total crop 
failure.

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 26.—After 
twenty rounds of the fastest fighting 
er seen in San Frantisco.
